Said recorded row in claim 1 cannot be considered as a different recorded row on a different sheet of paper 

a. Row is considered a position on a recording medium. A different sheet of the same recording medium would have the same row 
as another sheet. Therefore, performing correction recording relative to said row occurs when the con-ection recording is relative to the 
same position of a sheet. 

The applicant argues on pages 6 and 7 of the response in essence that: 
Schantz does not teach the steps occurring during a same recording operation. 

b. Schantz discloses a printing method that records, detects, and corrects. Because the steps are all part of the same method, the 
method can be considered the same recording operation. The same recording operation does not limit recording to occur on a single 
sheet. 

The applicant argues on pages 8 and 9 of the response in essence that: 

Schantz does not teach a recorded portion, which has been measured, detemiined to be defective, and corrected. 

c. Portion is considered a position on a recording medium. A different sheet of the same recording medium would have the same 
portion as another sheet. Therefore, performing correction recording relative to said portion occurs when the correction recording is 
relative to the same position of a sheet. 
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
